Address by Rev. H. G. Hill of 


Indianapolis -Many 


Graduates. 


The Main Street Christian church 
was packed with ]>eople from front to 
rear this afternoon during the annual 
“ Educational Day ” ex ercises or com 
roencement for the eighth grade grad­ 
uates of the county . 
The 'graduates, one 
hundred and 
twenty -eight in number, assembled at 
the court house formed in line and 
marched to the church, where they 
were assigned to seats in the center 
of the 
auditorium and well to the 
front. 
The trustees of the |various 
townships who form the County Board 
of Education occupied seats on the 
rostrum with County Superintendent 
W. O. Head lee and Dr. H. G. Hill, 
of Indianapolis, orator of the day . 
For an hour people from all over the 
county had been filing into the church. 
All available space in the auditorium 
was soon filled and people ponred into 
the lecture room. 
Then the overflow 
were given seats in the church parlors 
Id both the auditorium and lectuie 
room people stood about the walls and 
in the aisles. 
Invocation was offered and benedic­ 
tion pronounced by Rev. W. P. Me ' 
Garev, pastor of the First United Pres­ 
by terian church. 
The music was fur­ 
nished by the Rushville quartette, com­ 
posed of Messrs, B. F. Miller, T. A. 
Craig, J esse Pugh and Bert Kennedy . 
The singing was of very high order. 
The presentation of diplomas was made 
by 
County 
Superintendent 
\V. O. 
Head lee, who mane a very neat ad­ 
dress, complimenting the graduates on 
their school work and the way in 
which they seem to appreciate what 
their teachers had done for them. 
Dr. H ill in discussing his snbjeet 
“ How Do You 
D o,” talked along 
some 
broad and sensible lines. 
He 
laid before the pupils the advantages 
of culture and the good to be derived 
from school work. 
He showed how 
many more are advantages and the op 
portuuities of today than seventy -fins 
or a hundred jears ago and discussed 
the advancement along different line-« 
that Indiana lias made in that time. 
He said that today the State of Ind­ 
iana leads all others in agriculture, 
intellgenee and in flier 
sy stem of 
public schools. 
“ Our way s of living 
he declared “ have changed wonder­ 
fully . 
We are anhiliating time, vse 
are anhilating space and we are living 
in a rapid age ’' 
“ I’m afraid that sometimes we do 
not appreciate our public schools and 
I am afraid that we do not appreciat» 
our churches. “ 
The speaker pictured 
the advantages of our 
present day 
school sy stem and asked his hearers to 
co-operate in making it better still, so 
that, those who are to follow might 
enjoy still greater advantages and op­ 
portunities. 
He discussed what he termed as tw o 
laws of life—taking care of* ourselves 
and providing for our posterity and 
ended with an appeal to the graduates 
to live up to that which they are cap 
able of doing and asked them to live so 
that they would stand as monuments 
to the school wherein they gained their 
knowledge and training. 
Dr. H ill is a very forceful speaker 
and his address this afternoon won 
him much favorable comment. 
He is 
the new manager^of Rushville Chau­ 
tauqua.

When a 
fraud order 
is 
issued against any one they are refused 
their mail and it is sent to the letter 
office or destroy ed. 
It will no longer 
do for a man to take a paper for a 
number of y eare and when he is ask­ 
ed pay for it “ refused” and chuck it 
back into thepostocffice. 
It will be 
the signal for the postmaster to refuse 
to deliver any other mail 
to that 
person. 
The only safe way w ill be to 
pay y onr subscription.

According to Sid Conger, of Shelby - 
ville, State oil inspector, the Standard 
Oil Company is*a square concern with 
which to do business. 
When he was

Mr. Conger said: “ No, indeed, there

on earth to deal with. 
They want all 
that is coming to them, but they do 
not try any crooked methods, as far 
as we have ever been able to learn. 
I have read statements of how agents 
of the company have tried to bribe oil 
inspectors in other States, but I would 
have to see it first before I would 
believe it. 
The Standard is a rough 
competition for those in the oil busi­ 
ness and it crushes out competition 
wherever it can, but as far as I have 
ever seen in Indiana its methods are 
fair. 
“ They even go so far in this State 
as to g ive tlie State of Indiana the 
best of it sometimes. 
The Standard 
Oil Company had many oil tank cars 
and we have a record showing the 
capacity of each car, so that wlien a 
car of oil comes into Indiana we know 
how many barrels it contains. 
J ust 
like freight care, the capacity of tank 
cars is increased from time to time, 
and frequently a car that has been en­ 
larged comes into the State and our 
list does not show the increased size. 
We inspect the car and cLiarge the fee 
or inspecting the number of barrels of 
oil that our report shows to be the 
cars’s capacity . 
Whenever this hap­ 
pens the Standard itself makes a cor­ 
rection and sends us a check for the 
ex cess, with a statement that the car’s 
capacity lias been increased and that 
the State is entitled to a larger fee. 
This happens nearly every month. 
“ Sometimes, however, the independ­ 
ents gives us trouble. 
Once in awhile 
we hold up a lot of independent oil 
which does not come up to the stand­ 
ard, and an agent will say to us : ‘Is’nt 
there some way we can fix it to get 
this oil passed. 
Of course, they do not 
come right ont and offer any thing, but 
they come mighty close to it.

Liave the first time to hear any thing 
of the kind from the Standard.”

to get oqt of the buggy . 
He then took 
her to the home of her sister Mrs. Yaz* 
el, where she remains and wlmre the 
inquest wns held this afternoon be­ 
fore Squire W. T. J ackson. 
Tlie ex ­ 
amining phy sicians were Doctors D. H. 
Dean, C. H. Parsons and J . G. Lewis. 
The woman is about 25 y ears of age. 
An effort will be made to liave her 
admitted to tlie East Haven asy lum at 
Richmond.
